cises a t th e tom b of Gen. Ulysses 8. 
G rant 
Scarred veterans by the* hun­ 
dreds m arched in procession, grateful 
for the opportunity to pay tribute to 
the memory of their old commander. 
The last resting-place of the hero was 
completely covered with floral tributes, 
both 
interior 
and 
exterior 
pre­ 
senting 
a 
rem arkable 
sight 
in 
this 
respect. 
After 
preliminary 
exercises, 
which 
consisted 
in the 
observance of the ceremonies laid down 
in the G. A. R. ritual for Decoration 
day, Hon. John S. Wise, of Virginia, 
was introduced as the orator of the oc­ 
casion. 
He delivered a long and elo­ 
quent address on the life, character 
and services of the illustrious dead, ex­ 
tracts from which are as follows; 
“The tombs of tho mighty dead of our repub­ 
lic arc the shrines of American patriotism. At 
them, above ult other places, are we moved to 
reflection on the blessings we enjoy, and In­ 
spired to reverence and patriotism towards the 
government under which we live. At the tomb 
of the great, the American freeman draws his 
inspiration from the fountain head, for high 
resolve and mighty deed. There may he pledge 
his fealty to principles, without transm itting it 
through any representative. 
“In this tomb lies one whose great qualities of 
head and heart, whose bravery, whose simplic­ 
ity, whose magnanimity, 
whose patience, 
whose steadfastness of purpose, whose loyalty 
to every obligation, whose capacity for admin 
latration in the highest offices in the world, 
military and civio. have placed bis name as 
among the most remarkable men who have 
ever lived. The theater of bis career was only 
the United States of America: the most dra­ 
matic episodes of his life, a ere in ids character 
as leader of one c f the ti mies of his divided 
people. Yet, even on that narrow field, and 
under those restricting conditions, he so bore 
himself that the whop world watched hun. and 
when his work was tim. ii‘ d, proclaimed him to 
be of the stamp of true greatness, rarely devel­ 
oped; and of a greatness, blended with such 
qualities of manhood as entitled him to be held 
up as an example to the world. 
“The man is surely great whose fame la 
worldwide. And such was Ulysses S. Grant. 
There Is to-day an Arab stroking his steed 
under shady palms bv the Solitary fountain 
reflecting on the greatness of Grant. There are 
Sentle Japanese reading in their own language 
Ila story of his life with w onder and admira­ 
tion. There arc American Indians crouching 
by desert fires picturing to themselves la rude 
Imagination the sort of nom he was There ara 
Egyptians floating on the Nile dreaming of I 
Grant and Vicksburg and the far off Missis­ 
sippi. 
There are Russians with half ll- j 
lumined 
minds 
struggling 
to 
reooncils ! 
the 
strength 
and 
tenderness, the power i 
and 
mercy. 
to 
them 
b o 
strangely 1 
blended in 
nit 
great 
character. 
„ There : 
are Frenchmen learning pert nacity. 
There 
are Spaniards and italians on whom his for 
liveness and magnanimity will not be lost. 
His life and character are 
known to the 
farthest bounds of fame. Men will model their 
characters upon this idea} when we are dead 
and forgotten. 
By th*- memory of his indomit­ 
able pluck columns will surge forward to des­ 
perate assault in centuries to come. Mankind 
will be stronger by emulating bis endurance 
and fortitude; war wid be less brutal; victory 
less arrogant; defeat less bitter; and human 
nature more ger m* by the conspicuousness of 
his mode rat ii n his m airn ani rn tty, oh is kindness 
to his foes, ar ., .s yearning long.ag when war 
was past for fra! rn.tv and peace 
“Such was the man wnose memory we com­ 
memorate this day. We know his history and 
we know his worth. We were actors in tho 
great passion i lay in which he emerged from 
obscurity to become the central figure of the 
greatest drama of our day. We saw him, man 
te a t he was. take s id e s in the hour of discord, 
and rise until he was chief partisan in section­ 
al strife. We saw him, on the lnstsnt of re* 
Stored peace, transf rrued, as it were, to be­ 
come champion of forgetfulness, advocate of 
mutual f rgive.ie is. and counselor of restored 
fraternity. 
We saw i im in the hour of his 
strength. We w atch'd and pitied him in the 
hour bf his weakness, until his patient, painful 
death. An I now we are standing by his tomb, 
after full time f< r reflect'on upon what he was. 
“Some of us were soldiers in his army. To 
such I would not venture to picture what they 
must feel be-ide his grave. Some of us were 
followers of his groat antagonist. Time was, 
when he was our cb o f ensmy. Time was, when 
he was our vict- >riou?> adversary. It is true th at 
cynic history tells us the vanquished are not, 
Ss a rule, the magnanimous. Yet, this Isay, 
with perfect confidence that it is true. Be­ 
tween Grant un i the confederate soldier, even 
in time of war. there was ever a feeling of mu­ 
tual resrect and much that was akin to kind 
ness. Towards Grant for gentleness and mag­ 
nanimity which touched them inexpressibly, 
there went forth from the hearts of the sol­ 
diers of the army of northern Virginia, even at 
the hour of thei- surrender to him, a feeling 
which they entertained toward 
no other fed­ 
eral commander. 
‘•Thenceforth, th-re sprung u p and grew be­ 
tween them and him a kiudn ess which grew 
and waxed strange? ast ie yearsro fed on. until, 
when he died, his c i.Tln bore as many flowers of 
the south as of the north; every state of the nwinn 
stood around his bier; and the old confederate 
veteran had a feeling at his heart such as he 
hsd not known since he st toked arms at Ap­ 
pomattox. or wept at the tidings that Lee was 
dead. It is no disparacement of the other feder­ 
al generals to say tha*. in this firm hold upon 
the affections of his ol I anta 'on sts. Grant was 
alone. That he knew it, and t hat it poised 
him, la beyond doubt. I remember bearing 
from bis own lips. after his election to his sec­ 
ond term, that the electoral vote of Virginia 
caused him aa much genuine gratification aa 
any incident of his presidential campaign. He 
delighted to display genuine friendship towards 
every southern soldier who would give him op­ 
portunity 
“Politics took such shape, in the years suc­ 
ceeding the war. that Grant was opposed polit­ 
ically by the great mass of confederate soldiers. 
Other federal commanders we e candidates for 
federal office. To such, political support was 
given, accompanied, for the time being, by 
more or less enthusiasm. But at no time, and 
to no officer of the federal armies, bas the heart 
of Lee s veterans ever warmed, for none have 
their tears been shed, as for him at whoa* 
tomb we stand a --x'rabled. 
“Yes, my country men. strife and bitternsas 
have passed away. 
Here stand we, loving 
brethren, about Grant’s tomb—members of a 
happy, reunited, prosperous country. 
How 
much he did to bring about this fraternal and 
loyal feeling all men know. We come rejoicing 
at an opportunity to testify our respect for the 
memory <-f our great countryman. We have, it 
is true, in many a southern cemetery an army 
of dead comrades to whose memory and to 
whose valor we delight to pay the tribute of 
loving hearts. In a quiet chapel under the 
Shadow of the Blue Ridge sleeps one w io, in 
days gone by. was to our love, to our hope, and 
to our idea of patriotic duty, all that Grant 
represents to y >u. Yet. our hearts are large 
enough for both, and when Grant sought them. 
he never asked u- to forget our dead 
“All that Grant contended for was estab­ 
lished. All that Lee maintained failed of ac­ 
complishment 
Every sensible citizen of this 
republic now acquiesces cheerfully in the re­ 
sult. 
It is certain that many thousands of the 
confederate veterans are ti -day as affection­ 
ately loyal to the federal government as if the 
lamenlub e strife had never been. We come as 
men who feel that tim ■ has taught all citlzena 
of this republic that they honor themselves in 
honoring this great American. Passion bas 
subsided sufficiently to let us see bim as he 
was—greater than any part of our divided 
country: a patriot whose fame belongs to all 
his fellow cill Zena As to our own beloved 
commander, 
it 
may 
be 
that 
the 
tim e 
will never come when the men who sustained 
the union cause can reconcile It to their 
sense of loyalty to d > public honor to his mem­ 
ory. Far be it from me to urge that course 
upon you. We who followed him and loved him 
seek not to share our veneration for his memo- 
2 with anyone who is unwilling. It may be 
s t bis name and fame will be left to us as all 
our own. 
Yet it will 
be strange—passing 
strange: it will reverse all history in the past: 
lf with the Am ri<-an love of valor, of honor, 
self-sacrifice ai d humility your grandchildren, 
when the biU'-mess of our day bns been 
forgotten, sha’l deny their share in the name aDd 
fame of him whose sword so often and so gal­ 
lantly crossed that of Grant and never lowered 
Its point to any foe bot him oryielded save to 
the power of overwhelming numbers and re 
sources - one who, when he ceased to tight, ac­ 
cepted the result in cheerfulness and displayed 
the same manhood, sincerity and humility 
which make os honor Grant as great. 
“Do the dead look down on us? It must be 
s a W hat joy of elysium oonld compare with 
that experienced by the dead warrior, as, look­ 
ing down upon the land for which he died. he 
beholds it blessed with peace, prosperity and 
fraternity, 
fruit 
of 
his 
selfsacrifice? 
Can 
v/e 
look 
up 
to 
them? 
With 
mortal vision, n a Yet. in imagination, yes, 
indeed! And this, my brethren of the north 
and south, is the vision which I saw of late: 
Through the open portals of the great beyond 
I saw the boundless plains of W alhalla—where, 
far as the eye could reach, were spread Die 
snowy tents of ghostly legions ranged beneath 
turn ban oar of stars si pagan,.

booming or lV-ivtTi 3 art'TTery, *tne strath ox

Here and there, out 
of the hurrying ho-^ts, »t»'od out the faces 
Of the long a <>, young and fresh, as we 
knew them v, hen they volunteered, the cruel 
scars all gone -the blood stains washed away. 
Now and again, came forth clarion voices of 
command; voices silent since we heard them 
on the beleagured line of Petersburg, or in the 
bloody angle of Spotsylvania; voices which 
startled the doting memory, and make the old 
heart leap, if but for one tbroo, with the pulse 
of a long dead youth. I saw and heard them 
all. Just as we knew them. Your brothers 
and ours. Your old generals and ours. No 
longer arrayed in opposing ranks, b it side by 
side, as brethren. Once again I heard the 
steady tramp a:. J saw the wheel and flash of 
marching thousands, at a grand review. O na 
sunny slope, in most pellucid air, beneath 
a streaming standard fanned by supernal 
breezes. I saw assembled the field and staff of 
the army of peace. There sat Grant on Egypt, 
and by his side was Lee on Traveler, the same 
Grant and Lee we knew of old, save that the 
lines of strife and care were smoothed away.

I saw an escort advancing -up the lines it 
came, surrounding two aged warriors, walk­ 
ing arm in arm 
From right to left, swelling 
and rolling and dying away along the lines, 
with the thrill of the olden days came the wild 
cheering, as Sherman and Johnston passed on 
to rejoin their long lost ho-ts. Then there was 
massing of men, and hushed expectant still­ 
ness, as i he Great Silent spoke—th u s: 
“ ‘Soldiers of the army of the hero dead. This 
flay let all rejoice. By the clearer light of truth 
and broader view which we possess, we have 
been brethren, ince long ago in this land of 
eternal peace 
Yet hath our happiness been 
ever tempered by regret at thought of our 
earthly brethren—still divided in fratercldal 
strife. This day dispels that gloom. Arm in 
arm; no lunger foes, but brethren in a reunited 
land; Sherman and Johnston this day rejoin 
us, with the.-,: glad tidings of great joy. more 
frized by us than any earthiytreasure. It was 
who first proclaimed it. It was Lee who 
cotmselled it. It is the morning and the even­ 
ing prayer in th'- camp of the hero dead. 'Let 
us have Peace ’ At last the boon is granted to 
our brethren in th j land for which we died.’ 
“As joy unutterable lit the countenances of 
the throng—as the heavens were shaken with 
* thundering salvos mingled with mighty cheer­ 
ing -the vision passed aw ay. I awoke, sn old 
man on the spot where I had been young; 
alone, on a highway which had been thronged 
—yet filled with ‘-ne joy of that vision, and the 
task of its interpretation. May it linger with 
the old soldiers of the north and south till 
they realize its true '-‘gnificance. 
May Its 
contemplation fill 
their hearts with hope, 
faith aud charity; ‘and the greatest of these Is 
charity.’ ”

T H E N E W O C E A N COS TO F F IC E S. 
The practice of assorting mails in 
transit, which has long been em 
ployed on railway trains to the great 
advantage of the public, has lately 
been applied to certain of the mail 
carrying steamers, and the results thus 
far have been gratifying in the ex 
treme. 
It is understood this idea originated 
w ith 
Postmaster 
General 
Wanna 
maker, and the first steamer on which 
mail clerks did their work at sea was 
the Havre, which arrived in New York 
early in April. 
Since then more than 
800,000 ordinary 
and some 11,000 
registered letters have been handled 
at sea, so that on the arrival of the 
steamers the mails are ready to be 
distributed at once in New York and 
the various points for which bags have 
been made up. 
The saving of time 
thus accomplished is considerable, and 
there is no longer the rush that form­ 
erly followed the arrival of every mail 
steamer, with the necessary accom­ 
paniment of working over hours by 
the employes of the New York post­ 
office. 
The 
arrangement 
between 
the 
United States and Germany is a recip­ 
rocal one, our mails being assorted on 
the western voyages 
and those for 
Germany on 
the 
eastern. 
Many 
people are no doubt wondering why a 
similar arrangement cannot be made 
with Great Britain, and why all ocean 
mails cannot 
be handled 
in 
the 
same way. 
The answer 
is 
that 
the English mails are assorted on 
the 
trains 
between 
Queens­ 
town and London, and that any ar­ 
rangement with that country must be 
a one-sided affair. 
At the same time, 
it is obvious that England would have 
som ething to gain by such an arrange­ 
ment, since it would not then be nec­ 
essary to send all the mails to one cen 
tral point for distribution. 
Our own 
gain would be by far the greater, and 
we can think of no reason why this 
country should not pursue the same 
policy on the English vessels as on 
those which fly the German flag. 
No 
one who understands the amount of 
time saved by the assorting of mails 
on railway trains would now think of 
reverting to the old custom. The same 
principle governs both cases, and we 
hope to see it applied in a short time 
to all steamships which carry the 
trans-Atlantic mailbags.

Great wars are climaxes of 
wrong. 
The French revolution was 
the result of centuries of outrage. 
The epeaker continued: 
“ Here, in our own fair land, in the 
new world dedicated to liberty, a race 
of men were slaves. 
*4 The very men 
who formed our 
government in the name of 
liberty, 
made the traffic in human beings law­ 
ful. 
They made it part of the funda­ 
mental compact between the states 
that liberty should be for a portion 
only of 
mankind. 
They 
brought 
bonds, and whips, and bloodhounds, 
the separation of mother and child, 
the trade in souls, within the protec­ 
tion of the constitution. 
The nation 
that was the first social monument to 
liberty, was itself a slave holder. 
“ On its brow, liberty, that word of 
light was written; in its heart slavery 
was fastened. 
Its dome was white 
with celestial sunlight, but beneath it 
rested that black shadow of man's in­ 
humanity. 
“ Not long was its song a harmony. 
Above the chant to 
liberty 
-was 
heard 
the wail of a race, 
newly 
enslaved by our constitution. 
“ The old story of reckless oppres­ 
sion and human misery was repeated.

DISINFECT YOUR 
HOMES. 


Suggestion s By a P hysician a* to Proper 
M ethods, 
“ What is the best and cheapest 
disinfectants?” was asked of a phy­ 
sician this morning. 
“To 
guard 
against 
diphtheria? 
Either corrosive sublimate, sulphate 
of copper or chloride of lime, the first 
two 
being 
poisonous. 
A 
quarter 
of a pound of sulphate of copper in 
one gallon of water makes a concen­ 
trated solution that is very useful. 
“ For the ordinary disinfecting solu­ 
tion add half a pint of this solution to 
a gallon of water. 
This, w hile cost­ 
ing less than a cent and a half per 
gallon is a good strength for general 
use. 
“ A quarter pint of the first solution 
to a gallon of water is used to wash 
woodwork, floors and wooden furni­ 
ture after fumigation and ventilation. 
Soak sheets, etc., in chloride of lime 
solution, wring out and boil. 
Cess­ 
pools, etc., should be well covered 
on top with a mixture of chloride of 
lime with ten parts of dry sand. 
“ Of course everybody understands 
that besides this the patient must be 
kept in a room from which curtains, 
carpets and 
upholstered 
furniture 
have been removed. 
If this is done 
there need be no fear of contagion 
spreading to other members of the 
family.”
